The  beauty  of  Alaska  Refrigerators  is  as  noted  as  their  usefulness. 
The  outside  case  of  all  hardwood  Alaskas  is  of  ash,  with  golden  oak 
finish.  The  specially  selected  lumber  is  all  kiln-dried  by  a  special 
process,  and  the  gluing  up  of  the  cases  is  protected  by  the  best  work¬ 
ing  conditions.  Perfect  machining  and  gluing  insures  a  perfectly 
assembled  case,  with  joints  that  remain  firm  and  dependable  indef¬ 
initely.  The  figure  of  the  wood  is  one  of  the  prime  points  in  its  selec¬ 
tion  and  the  result  is  a  rich  finish  that  insures  the  pronounced  beauty 
of  these  cases.

Arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  cleats  divides  the  insulating  material,  consisting  of  car¬ 
bonized  pebbled  cork,  into  small  compartments  so  it  is  impossible  for 
it  to  settle  and  leave  any  portion  of  walls  unprotected.  There  is 
from  If  to  3  inches  of  this  carbonized  pebbled  cork  used,  with  one 
thickness  of  insulating  sheathing  on  the  inside,  and  then  a  case  of 
matched  odorless  wood  lining.  On  the  outside  of  the  carbonized 
pebbled  cork  is  placed  another  thickness  of  insulating  sheathing,  and 
then  the  outside  paneled  case.  This  construction  insures  economy  in 
ice  consumption,  and,  with  our  circulation  of  dry,  cold  air  in  the  pro¬ 
vision  chamber,  perfect  preservation  of  articles  stored  therein.

Sliding  shelf  and  swinging  shelf  are  constructed  with  an  “Ice  Saver’’  or  back,  so 
that  when  the  shelf  is  drawn  out  this  back  fits  tightly  against  the  inside  of  door  and 
prevents  the  cold  air  escaping  or  the  warm  air  entering  the  refrigerator.
